"Many of the valleys, or n'Vcr 


and creek bottoms, arc of consid- 
erable extent, and am continually

Mr. Ridgdill pointed out that sev- 


eral accidents on Third have narrow- 
ly been averted in recent weeks. 'Die 
latest to occur was Monday afternoon 
when a careening truck barely miss- 
ed an automobile that darted across 
Third from Hazel street. 


The truck driver averted the crash, 


but in doing so was forced to drive 
across the sidewalk where he brought 
the truck to a halt within a few feet 
of three children. 


Chief Ridgdill also pointed out that 


increased tourist traffic over Highway 
67 was making it doubly dangerous on 
Third street, because of lack of warn- 
ing to motorists driving into Third.

Council members have 
discussed the parking problem for sev- 
eral weeks, but no law has been pass- 
ed to relieve connection on the city's 
heaviest traveled street.

Main and Elm streets.

In cold 
weather the room should be kept

With a fireplace is helpful. 


Provisions must also fee made to pre- 


vent drafts by use of suitable window 
bOSrdg or screens. 


The bed or crib should be freely 


movable and Should be placed iri such 
relationship to the windows that the 
child will not have to lie and stare at 
ihe direct sunlight. 


It there is an infectious disease, all 


unnecessary drapes, carpets, pictures, 
of other materials should be taken out 
of the room, as it might afterward be 
necessary to destroy the materials 
wiih which the sick child has been in 
contact. 


-TJiis applies also to toys and books. 


Such materials should be inexpensive 
and easily washed, or destroyed. 


Sick children should not be allowed 


to play with toy animals made of fur 
or cloth, since these accumulate dis- 
chafges and will in any everit have to 
be- burned when the child recovers. 
iTor the same reason, it is not advis- 
able to have upholstered furniture in 
the sickroom, but preferably hard 
wood or metal pieces. 
. 


When possible, the. child's sickroom, 


as well as the adult's, should always 
be adjacent to a bathroom, as this will 
lessen greatly the amount of work 
necessary in taking care of the child. 


The mother or the nurse who is re- 


sponsible for the care of the child 
should keep available a smock or a 
Wash dress to be worn whenever the 
person is in attendance on the invalid. 


If theer is an infectious disease, it is 


also advisable to have, a cap which 
covers the hair. The hands olf the at- 
tendant should always be washed on 
entering and leaving the sickroom. 


Those who are taking care of inva- 


lids will find it exceedingly conven- 
ient to keep a large paper bag by the 
side of the bed. Into this bag may be 
placed paper towels, gauze, cotton, and 
other materials used around the sick 
room, and the entire sack and con- 
tents burned each day. 


No one should attempt to prescribe 


food or treatment for a sick child ex- 
cept the physician who has made the 
diagnosis and who is familiar with the 
condition of the invalid. 


All medicines should be kept in 


stoppered or closed bottles or jars. 
They should be kept iri one place and 
should be destroyed after the patient 
recovers, since it is not possible to use 
the same medicine six or eight months 
later for other people.

It is no trick to get comfortable well- 


1 shaped, shoes for children today. The 


guardians of feet, shoe-makers, long 
since realized that the child is father 
to the man. Most troubles that the 
adult is heir to can be traced to child- 
hood of youth when the fatal pair of 
shoes (who can't remember?) started 
the corn, bunion or flat arch, that pes- 
ters him today. 


Arid so, although mothers 
know 


what to avoid in shoe-buying, per- 
haps a few reminders won't be amiss. 
Anyway let's go over them, now that 
hot weather is ahead. 


X-Ray Machine Useful _^^^ 


Shoes must be wide enough and 


long enough to allow for spread when 
the weight is on the feet. So don't go 
shopping for shoes without Johnny. 
He should be along if it is possible at 
all. Sometimes stores have the new 
X-ray machines. Johnny with his new 
shoe on can stand on a 
platform 


while his mother looks through a 
glass and observes his toes and bones 
right through the leather. 


Sandals are good for feet and so are 


the flat sports shoes, but here again 
rules come in. There should be some 
brace to both. And they should fit. 
Watch any shoe with a leather sole. 
See that soles are even and don't al- 
low ankles to bea ron one side. 


Never lace a shoe too tightly, or pull 


straps too far through buckles, espec- 
ially if Johnny is too little to adjust 
his own foot gear. 


On warm days, and safe ground, let 


iiim run barefoot sometimes. It's good 
for him. 


If his shoes get wet, dry them be- 


fore wearing again. Shoe trees pre- 
serve shoes and save many times their 
cost. Placed in a soaked shoes, a tree 
restores shape and prevents shrinking. 


A grand habit for all children to 


learn is the regular use of a shoe 
horn. Heels won't curl or break and 
the box at the back won't 
sag so 


quickly. The whole shape of the shoe 
goes when the stiff base loses its 
backbone. 


When shoes are new, it is an ele- 


gant idea to have Johnny sit in a shoe- 
shine chair and have his new gear 
polished. A coating keeps them new- 
looking for a long 
time, prevents 


skinning and keeps out water. Mother 
can do it herself with a good commer- 
cial preparation. 


Care Makes Them Last 


White shoes should be cleaned when 


taken off, not just before wearing. 
Cleaned, treed and dried thoroughly, 
they stay clean much longer. 


Tiny folk under two are better off 


in high shoes. Slippers are sweet, but 
there is plenty of time for them later. 
Support the toddler's ankles. 


Watch "shoe-rubs." If new shoes 


chafe at first, the reddish mark on 
the skin can be seen. Have the shoes 
stretched at that point, and in the 
meantime put on a soft cotton pac 
over the rub. Broken skin is always 
a vulnerable spot for infection.

book called "Night Over Fitch's Pond" 
was published, and those who read it 
wrote down the name of its author, 
Cora Jarrett, as that of a woman from 
whom some first-rate fiction might be 
expected.

right up to the hilt by Miss Jarrett's 
new novel, "Strange Houses" (Farrar 
and Rinehart: $2.50). For this is one 
of the most usual 
and 
completely 


readable novels of recent years; it is 
that rarity, a brand-new kind of hor- 
ror story, flawlessly executed. 


Probably it is unfair to say "horror 


story," for this is no cheap thriller. 
Its horror is a blend of the emotional 
and the intellectual arising from Miss 
Jarrett's skill in making you accept 
without reservations a thing which or- 
dinarily you would consider utterly 
impossible. It is built up slowly to 
an almost indestructable tension. 


Briefly, the story has to do with an 


unscrupulous psychiatrist who exper- 
iments with thought transference un- 
til he manages to compel a cultured 
and religious society woman of ad- 
vanced years to exchange bodies with 
a bawdy young night club strip dan- 
cer. 


From that start the story could be- 


come either a rollicking Thome Smith 
farce or an eerie tragedy.

Some 50 miles from Hartford is the 


tool-making 
center 
of 
America — 


Bridgeport, Conn, A Landon ma'n, 
known for years as a fair-minded ob- 
server, painted the following picture 
of the political and economic scene: 


"The industrial east is booming. 


Bridgeport has a weekly payroll only 
a few thousand dollars less than it 
was in the fantastic days of 1929—and 
larger than it had ever been before 
or since that time. 


"There is an actual shortage of skill- 


ed mechanics. Our relief roll is one- 
third of what it was at the peak. The 
whole relief problem is accepted now 
as something permanent—a new nnd 
supplementary relief. It is no longer 
a partisan issue. 


"In 1932 Roosevelt lost Connecticut 


by G527, although Cross, a Democrat, 
was elected governor by some 6000 and 
re-elected in '34 by 8500. 


"Two years ago Senator Maloney, 


Democrat, defeated the Republican 
incumbent by 11,000. But during the 
last year there has been a steady drift 
away from Roosevelt. I woiild say 
that he will be defeated by Landon 
by from 7500 to 10,000 majority." 


Sees Democratic Gain 


An equally intelligent and honest 


man on the opposite side of the fence 
had this to say about Connecticut: 


"This state is certainly debatable 


ground, but the Democrats are begin- 
ning to pick up some of the yardage 
they lost last year. Governor Cross 
not only has united the party, but has 
picked up many independent Repub- 
licans. 


"The Republicans are- shell-shocked 


in state affairs and it is hard for them 
to unite on a state ticket—which, in 
turn, weakens their national strength. 


"The great boom in Connecticut in- 


dustry will help Roosevelt. Many of 
our factories are working day and 
night. Typewriters, 
airplanes, 
auto 


accessories, small arms 
small tools, 


brass works, all are booming. We're 


already ahead of '26 nnd '27. 


"If Ihp elections were held today. 


Roosevelt would win. What happens 
four months from now 
will depend 


largely on how big Landon can be 
built up personally. I don't look for 
Coughlin or the Union party to cut 
much ice here. 


"It looks as if it would be a very 


close election—with Roosevelt, say. 51 
per cent against Landon's 49 per cent." 


Close In Rhode Island 


Over in the neighboring stale of 


Rhode Island the situation is more or 
less the same. 


In 1928 the state, for the first time 


hi its history, went Democratic—giv- 
ing its four electoral votes to Al 
Smith by a plurality of 300. In '32 
Roosevelt carried the state by 31,338 
nnd in the congressional and senator- 
ial elections two years later the Dem- 
ocratic majority was 35.000. 


Then came the sensational special 


election of April, 1935, when the Re- 
publican, Charles F. Rick, defeated 
the Democratic nominee for Congress 
by some 14,000 votes. 


This was followed almost a year 


later by the defeat of the Democrats 
by some 11,000 votes in a special elec- 
tion to consider revising the 
state 


constitution. 


"All this is most disturbing to Dem- 


ocratic morale," a Roosevelt sympa- 
thizer explained to me in Providence, 
'but it is really not as hopeless for the 
party as it seems on paper. 


"The Democrats simply let things 


dide and did not got their vote out. 
As a matter of fact, neither major 
party offers a solid front. But for the 
first time in history the Democrats are 
in power in the state and can raise 
money and look after themselves. 


"I would say that the tide is begin- 


ning to turn again in Roosevelt's fav- 
or. The recent supreme court decis- 
ion against minimum wages helps him 
materially. 


"General business conditions are 


constantly improving. Throughout all 
New England the class lines are being 
more and more sharply drawn. Here 
the Democratic party has always been 
the party of the ordinary working 
people, while the Republican party 
has been identified with money. This 
works in Roosevelt's favor. 


"But when it all adds up, it still 


lenves Rhode Island almott 
balanced.

Bird Immigration 


Is Aided by U.S. 


Pheasants Among Game 


Birds Imported for Re- 


stocking Purposes

One of the steadiest streams of im- 


nigration into the United States is 
encouraged by gnmo experts who art 
constantly seeking-to build Up Amer- 
ica's wild fowl supply. To this end 
game birds frrirn overseas are contin- 
ually brought in with the hope that 
they will tuke the place of great na- 
tive American flocks already entirely 
extinct or shrinking in numbers. 


First of the foreigners to be intro- 


duced were pheasants. These birds 
have thrived and ure rather abundant 
in almost every northern slate from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. Of the 
several species, most common are the 
Chinese, or ring-neck. These have in- 
terbred with the English pheasant. 


'Hungarians' Thrive 


Next came the Hungarian partridge. 
Several states tried producing these 
cocky birds for restocking. Some were 
successful; others abandoned the ex- 
periment. Numbers 
of 
Hungarians 


have been raised in backyard pens by 
sportsmen for liberation on their fav- 
orite hunting grounds. They are do- 
ing remarkably well in parts of Can- 
ada, notably in Manitoba.

Into such civil strife came Ber- 


nardino Rivadavia, who had rep- 
resented the South American rev- 
olutionists as their minister to 
various nations, while the grea 
Simon Bolivar and San Martin 
had fought to liberate the people 
from Spanish rule. In 1826, Riva- 
davia was elected president o. 
Argentina. 
While two politica 


parties sought control, he tried to 
organize his people into a peace- 
ful and secure nation. But he 
failed in his estimate of the loy- 
alty of his supporters. 
T'.iuy be- 


gan to abuse their power, am 
made enemies, until civil war re 
suited one year after Rivadavia 
had taken office. 


Rivadavia fled to Europe and 


there bided his time. Seven years 
later, he tried to return. But chaos 


continued. He re- 
turned to Spain, 
and t h e r e he 
died, in 1845.
